The citizens of.Maysville held a iiiectinp the C4lh 
inst. to take the slmisc of the citizons on the inode 
of application to tlie l.egisla ure to incorporate a 
company to lurnjiiae the road from Mavsville to 
Lexington. 

A committee was appointed to correspond with 
file citizens of the towns aijil count ics most direct- 
ly interested in the road, and the ok inbers of that 
coimni'tee have addressed a circular letter corres- 
ponding with the views of the meeting. 'I'he citi- 
zens of a large portion of oiir slate, are deeply in- 
terested in this road and its aoit lioration. — It has 
been for some years, .ipparcirt to every rareliil oli- 
server, that thissectiou ol the r.iad cannot he made 
to sustain the continually accoinoiating pressure* of 
business upon it, without at once makieg it a per- 
fect road, or by some i ad ical change in tiie mode of 
repairing it. Under the present mode it has been 
iinpessable fur a considerable portion of the most 
Important part of every year fir perhaps the last 
five or six years. Some more elEcieiil means are 
imparativciy necessary to he used, and it is lime 
tliat those most deeply interested should coiisolt 
with each other respecting the best means to accom- 
plish so necessary and so desirable au object. 

ClllCULAR. 

To the citizens of Mason coiinlyj Fleming, Nich- 
olas, Bourbon and Fayette; and the several towns 
and counties, binding on or conligiiuus to the great 
road leading from .Maysville to Lexmgiou. 

'I'lie present fellow citizens, is a period highly to 
be esteemed and cherished: the spade, the sluillle 
and the ploiiglii are every where, in our beloved 
Country, iu successful operation; and shielded by 
the best of governments, canals, roads, every im- 
provemcul that can facilitate the intercourse, or 
promote the interchange of benefits, iu our wide 
spread land, is progressing with an almost magic 
strid^ Among our sister stales. New York is 
drawing the plentiful productions of her rcinoicst 
fields and forests, by means ofher canals and roads,

leans,) Ihougli her canal to the Lakes, (which is 
rapidly progressing,) will tender us less liable to 
loss than at present, from the fluctuations and inju- 
ries of soiilherii cliihale. 

The general government, too, is liberally con- 
tributing to gtve siability lo the iiiiiun of the states 
by tier great national roads; witli the western 
braiicli of which, now |irogrcssiiig to Columhiis, and 
intended to ouiitiiuie on to bt. Louis, in Missouri,

uiiil.ng tlic Delaware and ( hesapoake, A c. Tins 
road, too, we shoul.l oiilv Cooaidi r as a precursor 
from the point of teriiiiimiioii wo now propose, 
(Lexington,) loan extension of it south-wesliv.-.r lly 
Ihrougii 'f'eonessee, lo New Orleans, 'to tlie 
coiinli'.es also, out inimedialcly contiguous lo tlie 
road -no-.v ioteiircd, but whose interests would I.e 
vlliinatcly pioinoted, by a way, on which more 
than double the ipsantily of produce now bore lo

I here is au uniformity of neatness and convenience 
uot to be met with m any other Spauish town, as I 
I am informed There are perhaps 40 churches and 
I fioin 4 lo500 priests of the dilferent orders, and sev- 
. eral nnntierieg. The chiirclies arc splendid build- 
lings and finished in the first style of architecture. 

1 1 It is said some of them cost more tlian two millions 
ol dollars Indigo and cochineal are the principal 
articles of export. The latter was not cultivated to 
any great extent until a few years ago. If my in- 
lurniation is correct, there is no production of the 
earth which rewards labor so extravagantly as co- 
cliineal. From the great increase ofits prcaliiction 
the prices most deeline.

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The following sketch of our neiglihoriug repub- 
lic will he found extremely inleiesiiiig, there is 
scarcely a civilized country in the woild of which 
so little is Unowu, as of Guatemala.

Guate.maea, June 15th, 132(1. 

1 lake groat pleasure in complying with your re- 
quest. tin the iTtli of April, we anchored in the 
harbor of OiiiHo. 'This is the principal .Atl.iotic port 
lor the trade ut this city and the stale of Goaturna- 
la. It IS situated on tlie south west side of the bav 
of Honduras, and about sixty miles from the bottom 
of the bay. The margin of the hay is clothed with 
IfCavy limber, logwood and mahiigany are the most 
valuable. The soil is fertile, and produces in great 
ahiiudauce all the tropical fruits. Au officer of the 
treasury {called here (he director uf the politic cre- 
dit) iiiforiiA me Itial they are ahnut lo introduce ex- 
tensively the cultivatiuu of black pepper in that re- 
gion. It 1 .S ascertained from cxperiiuents that the 
pepper produced in that quarter is of siipeiior qiial- 
ily . Tins ollicer has promised me a specimen of the 
pepper, which I will send to the United Stales. On 
the ZUlh of April, 1 sailed from Oinau in a small 
schooner 1 had chartered, and in the eveniotr of the 
st landed at Isabel, distant from Omao ahmit 150 
miles. Isabel is situated on the south nest side ol 
the gulf of Dulce, and within a few Icagm s of the 
bateau of the gulf. The giilfis connected with the 
bay of Hoiidiirns by a river, very deep, and in some 
places nut iliiec liimdred feet wide. 'I'he hanks in 
some places, areseveral hiindred feet h;gh, and near- 
ly perpendicular, covered generally with limit er 
and shrulibcry ofa ioxiiriani growth Vessel* draw 
ing more than seven feet w aler, have lo oulead at 
Oinao, and the inerchamiize lo hr to he transporleil 
in ligliters lo Isabel. The only obstruction lo the 
navigation, is at (lie nor ih of the liver Dulce ; where 
the vessel I came in, drawing five apd a half feet 
water, rubbed 'liree limes. Omao and Isabel are 
small towns. 'I'he climate oo the co-ast of Huiidii- 
iHs, and the gulf of Dulce, is hot, a id at some sea- 
sons of tlie year very unhealthy, roreigii niercl.an 
dize for this city, and Hie inlciior ol the country, 
is transported from Label on mules, and on the hacks 
of the Indians. Three hundred pounds weight is 
(he common load for each mule; c-ach Indian car- 
jries about the same. The cargo or pack, is si. -v- 
tpeodid to a broad st rap of raw hide, which goes over 
jihe I'oreiiead of (he Indian, and rests on his hack, 
i They are beasts ofhnrilen and properly called head 
j Indians 'I lie distance from Isabel to Guatemala. 
|is2l0 miles The country is an alternation of high 
moiiolains, mostly without timber, and valtius of 
rich l and. The roads or paths, are in a primitive 
uondiiion. Not w-ithstaodiog the immense quant i 
ties of iiierchaod ize transported along this track it 
is only wide eiiotigli to admit the passage of mules. 
I'he .Andes are viuy high in this pail uf the coiiti- 
neiit. in the dry season, the want of water, clouds 
of dust, and the vertical rays of a blazing son, ren- 
iders travelling disagieeabic. 

I I w as cinhi days performing the journey of210 
.miles front Lain i to Gualcrr.ata, and used reasnn- 
Jahte imliisti'v. From my progress you can form 
^sonie idea of the badness of the roads. 'J l.is city is 
situated in latitude 14 north, in a rich v.al- 
ilcy aii'l in a most delig'nlful climate. Its 
■ e'evatinn is esliiiialed at 5000 feet above the 
jsea. Tim iutiabitants scarcely know a chaoiige 
of temperature duriiig tlie year. — There is one coii- 
jtiniied verinl soason. Tlie thermometer since my 
larnval has , nged I'lom (>7 to 73. A gentleniau in 
|anotl:er part < « the city infiTtos mo, tliat his thtr- 
mometer being exposi d oneday stood flO. Y ct wdieii 
tlie mercoiy was at llist degree, the freshnes and 
elasticity of tlie breeze was delicious 'I he weath- 
er i-i>minds me ofoiir sweetest May days. W'illiin 
twenty leanucs of this city Hiere is every climate. 
Within six «r eiglit leagues, and in view is the groat 
jvolcario called here the A’olcano de Agua. which 
by Its eropiions destroyed old Guatemala, supposed 
III) he 14 or 1,5,000 feet high from whieli this citv is 
[supplied with ice. Within a few leagues from thence 
on the shores of tlie Tac I'lc is the parcliing climate 
!of .Africa, under the equator. This variety of cli- 
mate affords an equal variety of prudiicliors — 
i tlencc arc to be seen every day in tliis market the 
productions of all count ries. In view, and disla.-it 
alioot live leagues frrni this city, are the volcaones 
called Maciiatoo. Near lliem the earth is almost 
continually trembling. This is a celebrated water- 
ing place, mooli frequented for tlie medical quali- 
ties of tlie springs. Tlie population of tills repub- 
lic ts estimated at upwards of two millions. Thein- 
habilants of this city are variously stated at from 40 
to 50.000. I'lie streetsare 3B feet wide, well paved 
with limestone, and a rivulet in the centre of each. 

I I'he houses are all one story , (exi ept churches) wit h 
Utiick walls to resist the frequent earthquakes, plas- 
' tered inside, and out with lime and covered with red 
tile. The gardens and yards are ornamented with 
flowers of rich lures, with oranges and lemon trees 
and the shrubbery common to tropical climates, and 
with one or more fountains of pin e water in each. 
The public square is 450feet rectangular and sub- 
stantially paved, o«e side of which is filled up bv the 
cathedral and its appurtenance' — on the other three 
sides there are public edifices. In the centre of the 
square there is a magnificent foiintajii or reservoir. 
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SITUATION OU UNGUAxND. 

The tinparrelled itiblresses which Imve visited 
the inaouracturing districts of Great Britain, invot* 
ving. in their vortex, immerse masses ufpupnlatiuD,

An attempt was made a short time since 
to obtain Si*mcthiiig fioni the mines, and great « x- 
pectatioijs, funned that the result would relieve the 
governmeni from the necessity of resorting lo taxa 
lion, hut, after exploring them, no traces of either 
gold orsilver could lie discovered, and the piojtci 
was abandoned, limnediate recourse must now be 
liad lo direct taxation, for which the people are by 
no means prepared, and in many instances tliey are 
ready lo uispiite the pmver of the governmeni to 
compel its payment. 'I'he result of this disagree- 
ment between the parties, it is feared will be re- 
j i>elli.jn or revolution, either of which is much lo be 
deprecated in the present situation of the Island. 

I The British Consul General it is cxpecled will 
jsliortly return to this couft'ry, as he is unable to do 
I any thing in furtherance of the vicwsnf his govern 
*ment withtiie President ofHayti.aod the circnm- 
jstance ofliis having been gnztlf.ed as a coloured 
Imau did him iinich injury in the esiimali* ii of the 
flaytians, although it was thouglit lo be ainasicr- 
stroke of policy by FmglishmiMi, wlio seem to have 
forgotten the fact that the people of the Island are 
as tenacious about colour as lliose of any part of the 
world. A report was ctirreiitly cimiUted in Port 
an Prince on tfie 2 Id of July that the Consul had 
handed in his iilti»rtatinn, and fixed on a time for his 
(tepariiirc, unless his proposals should be acceded 
lo, and it is the general impression tliat he would 
l*avo permission to depart at (he most convenient 
opportunity, the. government having no furtlmr 
ciairiiB oil his attcnu«>ns.

Respecting the unpleasant siluaticn i/i which (he 
president ofthe Kepiiblic finds himself placed, our 
correspondent writes to this effect; — 

“We have a report that the Presid nt is either 
going to resign by request, or from the embarrassed 
situation of the country, rendering bis post no long- 
er tenable. Other causes than his maladministra- 
tion have conduced to bring about the distresses 
under which the people labour, and which were out 
ofhis power to guard against, had he been wiser 
than what he is — still, these people “do not look in- 
ti) the hidden mysteries of things,*’ and are aptlo 
condemn where they should approve. 

Another letter from Port au Prince dated the 
16th of July , received at this office, says: 

“I'his place has become very sickly— oo Friday 
last we buried young Mr. Greer, son of Geo. 
Greer, merchant of your city; he was sick but a 
very few days — a Mr. Clough, »vho arrived here a- 
bout six months since from England, as a merchant 
was buried this afternoon— -he has left a wife in a 
most distreased situation— several of iny acquaint- 
ances are DOW sick.”— Garei/e.

Dr. James Hotbam of Morpeth, Nortbnmber- 
land, letorning from Switzerland, is staled lo have 
reported that a most extiaordiuary event bad late- 
ly passed al the fool ofMoiintSt. Gofl,aiid,a league 
from Aizoli, in the valley ot LcTaulina. At tl.e 
bottom of a k.nd of Cavern, tbe body of a man, a- 
boiit 30 years of age was pereeivr d under a heap of 
ice, proceeding from au avalanoJie. As the body 
seemed lo be fresli as il bad been stifled only bail an 
lionr before. Dr. Hotbam caused it to be taken out 
and having bad the clothes pulled oil, ordered it to 
be plunged in cold water. It was then so frozen that 
il was coveted with a crust of ice. It was then pla- 
ced in lukewarm water. Aflei wards it was put in 
a warm bed, and treated ss usual in cases ol suffo- 
cation, by wbicb means aiiiniatiuii was resioied. 
\V bat was tbe astonisbiiicnt of every bed y, when 
the individual, having recovered the use ol bis laciil- 
ties, declared that be was Roger Dodsworib, son of 
Hie aiiTiqiiary of the same name, born in 1629, who 
returning from Itally in ICflO, a year after tbe death 
of I is father was buried under an avalanebe. 

“Dr. Hotbam arording to the same account, is 
slated lo have added that Mr. Dodsworib feels a 
great stiffness in all bis joi;ils, hot by degrees they 
will become as flexible as before the accident. If 
Mr. Dodsworlli fiillj reCo'veis and should pass tiiro’ 
Lyons to return to bis coiiulry after 166 years ab- 
sence, it may be predicted that lie will attract, in 
the highest degree the public curiosity.”

NOTES ON KENTVJCST; SECTION 4. 

About the 1 st of March 1774, Col. Boone with 
forty choice woodsmen from Powell svaliey, to* 
gether with fjol. Richard Henderson, Capt. N. 
Hart, John^itrell and Maj. \Vm. U. Sinilli, again 
atlempled lo hiavo the terrors of a savage wilder- 
ness, wilb the view of making a permauent sel tlo- 
meut in tbe fertile reguiiis of Kentucky. They pros- 
ecuted tbeir journey until within IS miles of where 
Boonsboroiigii now stands, unmolested, when [on the 
2(!lh of March, a little before day break] they were 
attacked by a party of Indians, who fired into theii j 
tents, and wounded a Capt. Twitty through Viothl 
knees, and Ins servant inorlaly. The Indians nisli-i 
cd forward lo Twitty’s tent to scalp him, when a 
faithful bull dog pf his, laid hold of one of them by] 
tbe throat and put him down ; lie cried out for lielpj 
to Ilia companions, when one oflhcin tomahawked^ 
the dog, and t!ie whole made a precipitate retreat- j 
Boone’s parly lost two men killed and had one| 
wounded. Notwithstanding the enemy were ie-| 
pulsed, on the 23d they returned again and made aj 
second attack, in which three while men were kil- 
led and two wounded and Hie enemy again repulsed. 
Having arrived on the hank of the Kentneky river, 
the party on the 1st day of .April 177.S began to erect 
a fort, and called it Boonsboroiigii [-afterCol. Boon] 
and the place has i-elaiueJ that name from that lo 
the present time. 

On the 4lli day of April the Indians killed one of 
Boone’s parly— on the 14th the fort was finished, 
when Col. Boone set out on his return for his fami- 
ly whom he had left on Clinch river, and as soon as 
the journey could he arcoinplished returned with 
them to Boonsborough. -Mrs. Boone and lier daugh- 
ters, were the first white women that inigiated to 
Kentucky. On the 24th day of December follow - 
ing, the Indians killed one white man and wound 
nd aiinllier near Boonsboroiigii. 

In the spiiiig of the tame year (1774.) Beujaniiii 
I,ngan (afterwards Gen. Imgaii, and a conspicuous 
character iu the history of Kentucky) set mil from' 
his residence near Abingdon Virginia, for this new 
country. On liis arrival in Kentucky, he, with 
William Gillespie, planted and raised a small crop 
of corn. Imgan returned to his family, and on the 
8th of March 1776 he arrived again at his camp in 
Kcniuckt , with Mrs I egan and the rest of his fam- 



ily. This place was afterwards known by the names 
of Logan’s station and St. Asay.hs. 

Logan endeavored lo prevail on some adventu- 
rers in tbe neighhorliood of the Crab Orchard, lo 
make a stand w ith him at his place bm without ef- 
fect; he was therefore compelled for the safety of 
his family, which be considered in great danger to 
remove them to Harrodsburg, after wbich be re- 
turned borne liiinself and attended lo bis crop. His

authority. George Rogers Clark, who shortly af- 
ter was commissiunt'd a Major, was appointed to 
command at JlarrOdsburg — CoU. Calloway and 
Boone at Enoiicshoroiigh. 

On the 2!lth of .March 1777 a large body of Indi- 
ans laid siege to Harrodsbnrgh. 'I'hey began their 
loperalions by dividing into small parties, and way. 
'laying every path and avenue to the fort from the 



lainily remained at Harrodsburg until February , fields or forest ; concealing themselves beliind treen 



1777 when they also joined him at St .Asaphs. 

During the year 1775, Boonsboroiigii and Har- 
rodsbiirg were places of general rendezvous and 
considered the inly places of safely in the country ’ 
those thercfoie who removed their families to Ken- 
tucky, made choice of one of these places for a 
temporary residence. About tbe montli otbeptem- 
her in that year, Harrodsburg Was first boiioured 
willi the presence of a wiiite woinaii. Among the 
first were .Mis. McGarcy, Mrs Denton and .Mrs. 
Hogan. 

On llic 14tli day of July 1776, being a fine pleas- 
ant evening, Jemima Bnoiie, a daughter of Col 
Kuone, and Betsey and Eaeiiy Callow:ty, I'auglilcrs 
nf Col Calloway, took a walk from the fort at 
Booncsborougli down the margin of the Kentucky 
river; they had gnne luil a short distance before 
they w ere siii prised by a party of Indians whn lay 
iu ainbush, taken prisoners and hurried o'T as fast as 
p 'Ssible. It was no sooner known that the young 
women were missing, than Col. Boone Maj VVm. 
Smith and six other men on foot pursued them and 
on the 16th a little below the upper Blue licks, over 
took them, killed two of the Indiai.s, recovered the 
young women without losing a man or having one 

wounded Col Calloway and family had arrived at 

Boonsboroiigii but a sliort time previous to this c- 
vent. 

Capt George Rogers Clark (afterwards Gencr ' 
Clark) arrived iu Kentucky eai ly in l77j, left Lees-* 
town in the fall, went to Eiltshurgh and reliirued 
early in 1776. 

Ill 1773 Col Thompson from the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, came down (he Ohio and made a iimriher of 
surveys on the Ohio and Licking rivers, the latter 
they called Salt lick creek.* 

The company of which Col Henderson was prin- 
cipal, a.ssmncd the title of the Transylvania Com- 
pany, and a number became attached to them du- 
ring the early part of this year, after which they 
conceived the project of estahtishing a proprietary 
government, south of the Kentucky river, by tbc 
name and style of Tr.ixst i.vani a. Eor Ibis pur- 
pose a coDveiilicn was held at Boonsboroiigii, the 
members like the ancieut States General, sat under 
the noted lai^e elm at that place, where all the ci- 
vil officers of the proposed government were ap- 
pointed. 

The adventurers on the south si.le of Kentucky 
were very mucli divided, on account of the claim set , , 
up by the ITansylva/iia company, within the char- 
leret( limits of Virginia, some claiming under lieu- i i, 
dersoD and Co, and some under Viigiusa. 



hushes, &c. and they also attempted to cut off all 
supplies by killing the cattle. Unable however to 
, accomplish tbeir purpose, they retired from Har- 
jrodsburgand made a descent on Boonosborougb 
, During the attack on Harrodsburg, Garret Pende- 
Igrass was killed, and Peter riinn cither killed or 
jlaken, as his body was never found, 

Kentucky having been formed into a county; on 
Hlie 18th day of April, Richard Calloway and John 
Todd were elected to represent the people io the 
General Assembly of Virginia- 

Oil the 20lh April Benj. Lynn and Samuel Moore, 
two active woodsmen set out from Harrodshiirg fur 
Illinois; their business was only known to Major 
Clark and a fnv olhci-s until after tbeir return, 
which was on tbe 22d of J line, and nut then to many . 
.Maj Cluil.'s ariangemeiils with the executive, and 
his expedition the next Spring best expleius the er- 
rand of Lynn and Moore tu Kaskaskias. 

On the 20th of May 1777, whilst the women at 
Logan’s station were milking early in the tiioriiing, 
having a guard of iiieo wilh them, a large party of 
Indians who had been concealed, made a sudden at- 
tack upon them, in which one man was killed, and 
two wounded, one of wbich mortally, the other with 
Ithe women and the rest of the men got into the fort, 
j The man who was mortally wounded, was left on 
Ithe ground, as the party were unable to bring him 
joff ; his name was Burr Harrison. The Indians were 
jafraid to attempt to approach tbe wounded man, as 
(he was witiiiii rifle shut of the fort and iu open view . 
I.After some time he was discovered attempting to 
rise, when T.ogan who bad in vain endeavoured to 
excite a party tu aid him in bringing in the wound 
ed man, made the attempt alone and succeeded io 
Uhe midst of a shower of Bullets discharged at him 
by the Indians witlioiit receiving any injury. 

Oil the 4th of July Booaesborougn was besieged 
by about 200 Indians; they killed one white man 
and wounded two. At that time there were only 
i22men in the fort. The siege lasted lw odays,du- 
jrlrig which the Indians had seven of Gieir party kil- 
led.

In conseqnence of this division, a meeting of Jtiuns from Sii Guy C'arleton (Lord Dorchester) at 
the people /fis called at Harrodsburg on thellalib-al time Commander in Chief of all the Britisli 
Istof June, when a considerable number asseinhlcilc forces in Canada, and addressed to the people of 
and George Rogers Clark, [afterwards Gen ( lark]* Kentucky generally, and to Clark and Logan by 
and John Gabriel Jones were elected delegates to 
represent the slate of the country to the Legislature 
of Virginia. 1 he Transylvania company used eve- 
ry means in their power lo prevent the election of 
delegates lo Virginia, but failed. 

Through the representation of C'lar’ir and Jones 
to the legislature of Virginia, tlie county of Ken- 
tucky, [now slate] was stricken ofl from the county 
of Fincastle, and to enable tbc iiiliabitanls of Ken- 
tucky to defend lliemselves against the Indians, 

Clark and Jones were fiiruisbed with a quantity of 
aminunilion. They took charge of the ammunition 
and with it descended the Ohio river to an island 
near the mouth of Lawrence’s or Limestone creek, 
wbeu for the want of burses lo carry it on they de- 
posited it on the island. 

A few days after the arrival of Clark an Jones, 
at McClelland’s station, the latter with nine others 
set out oil horseback to bring on ttie ammunition 
from the island. On the 26tb of December they 
were met on Johnson’s fork of I.icUing l.y a party 
of Indians, and were routed with the loss of four of 
their parly. Joseph Rogers w is taken piisoner, 

John G. Jones and VVilliifn Gradeu killed, and Jo- 
siah Dixoii missing who was never after heard of. 

Oil the 29th of the same month, Between 40 and 
50 Indians commanded by a noted Mingo warrior 
named Pliiggy attacked McClelland’s fort, [where 
Georgetown now stands] in wbich at that lime there 
were about 20 men ; after a few hours tbe Indians 
withdrew, having received considerable injury as 
it was afterwards iiudctslood , with the lossofPlug- 
gy their principal wlrrior. 'J'lie loss nf the » bites 
were John McClelland and Charles White mortal 
ly wounded, and Robert Todd (afterwards General 
Todd) and Edward Worthington wounded who re- 
covered. 

After the attack made on McClelland’s foil, a 
party from Harrodsburg niade a second attempt to 
bring the ammunition from tbc island, and succeed 
cd and deposited it iu Harrodsburg. This was con 
sidered not only a relief at that moment, but au im- 
portant means of saving the country. As by it (he 
people were not only enalded fH procure food for 
themselves, but to defend tbeir forls against tbe at- 
tacks of tbe Indians. As there were not more than 
from 20 to 30 men who were materially interested 
in keeping possession of the posts on the north side 
of tbe Kentucky, they were considered loo few to 
maintain tbeir standing in tbe ’Spring, they Iberc- 
fore on the 30th January 1777 broke up and removed 
some to Boonesborough, and the rest to Harrods 
burg. Thus the whole population of Kentucky were 
in these two forls, and did not exceed 150 men fit 
for duty, and about 40 families who were to be sup- 
ported by meal from the woods and corn from the 
fields. 

The perilous situation of the country at this time, 
pointed out the necessity of forming the militia in
